ATMOSPHERICS: 

THE MAJOR MEDIA EVENT OF THE WEEK HAS BEEN THE HARSH 
CRITICISM OF UGANDAN KILLINGS. WIDESPREAD EDITORIAL 
CONDEMNATION AND HEAVY PLAY TO INTERNATIONAL REACTION HAS 
MADE IT A CONTINUING ISSUE. US ITEMS IN THE NEWS WERE 
THE REVELATIONS OF CIA PAYMENTS TO FOREIGN LEADERS 
AND PRESIDENT CARTER S BUDGET. NEITHER ISSUE MADE 
THE EDITORIAL COLUMNS. ON THE LOCAL SCENE, THE WEST 
AUSTRALIA ELECTION WITH THE SOMEWHAT SURPRISINGLY 
STRONG VICTORY BY THE LIBERAL-COUNTRY PARTY COALITION 
AND THE SECOND HIGHEST CONSUMER PRICE INDEX QUARTERLY 
JUMP SINCE WWII MADE THE HEADLINES.

EXHIBITED THROUGHOUT AUSTRALIA, NEW ZEALAND AND PAPUA 
NEW GUINEA UNTIL OCTOBER WITH AN EXPECTED AUDIENCE OF 
MORE THAN 50,000. THE FIVER OTHER FILMS SELECTED 
ARE "MARS AND BEYOND, SEARCH FOR THE WHALE, COMPUTING THE 
WEATHER, RETURN TO THE SEA AND ESTUARY. AMBASSADOR HARGROVE 
PRESENTED A COLLECTION OF AGENCY-SUPPLIED BOOKS AND PERIODICALS 
ON AMERICAN LABOR TO THE HEADQUARTERS OF THE AUSTRALIAN TRADE 
UNIONS COUNCIL. SIMILAR COLLECTIONS HAVE BEEN GIVEN TO 
EACH STATE LABOR LIBRARY. THE PRESENTATION WAS COVERED 
BY RADIO. TV AND THE PRESS.
